Tli« price of a ticket to San Francis-

Tho Yo Somite oxaawion is an 
extremely costly ono, No ono should 
undertake it without an allowance of 
from ton to fifteen days (at least) in 
time, and from ono hundred .and thirty 
to ono hundred and fifty dollars in 
money.
